The appellate court in Los Angeles 
has continued a stay of construction 
order blocking the controversial 
Highway 1 bypass project, perhaps 
permanently. 
In 
an order issued yesterday, 
Division 4, Court of Appeal, Second 
Appellate District granted a writ of 
mandate to stop all construction on 
the bypass until all aspects of the 
case have been finally decided A 
court official said the action is a 
defeat for the state. 
Robert Buell, attorney with the 
California 
State Department of 
Transportation, 
Division 
of 
Highways conceded this morning 
that the appellate action was a 
serious setback for the state He 
said 
the 
court 
action 
would 
effectively block any construction 
for at least six months and possibly 
longer. 
He said the state would decide in 
the next 15 days whether to appeal 
to the state Supreme Court for a 
lifting of the ban on construction, 
but that there was only slim chance 
that the high court would favor such 
a lifting 
Santa 
Barbara attorney John 
Gherim who fought the case through 
a superior court trial along side his 
father attorney Pier Gherim and the 
late Bruce Sharpe, Lompoc attorney 
for environmental groups, said the 
court order was strongly worded 


Buell said he had not seen a copy 
of the action. The two attorneys who 
have handled the case for the state 
were not available for comment 
Despite the setback, Buell said he 
was “ confident that well win 
eventually at the appellate court 
level.” At the point he said he 
expected the Gherinis to take the 
merits of the case to the state 
Supreme Court. 


Briefly here is a resume: Santa 
Maria Superior Court Judge Marion 
A. Smith denied the request of 
environmental groups for relief

At that point the Gherinis and 
Sharpe won a stay of construction 
order from the appellate court 
Yesterday’s action continues that 
stay pending final court decision on 
a number of complex questions.

Lompoc school crossing guards 
are being equipped with flashlights 
as a safety aid to cope with hazards 
posed by the federally mandated 
daylight saving time program. 
One crossing guard is known to 
have pressed her own flashlight into 
service Tuesday as a protective aid 
in getting school children safely 
across semi-darkened streets. The 
nation-wide conversion to daylight 
saving time was invoked Sunday by 
the U.S. Congress. 
Net effect of the action was to 
extend the hours of darkness in the 
morning when children are going to 
school. 
Police Lt. Ernest Bouslaugh who 
supervises the school crossing guard 
program said one of his personnel 
tipped 
him 
to 
the 
fact 
that 
flashlights would be helpful. There 
have been no unusual incidents at 
comers manned by crossing guards 


in the three days since the new 
energy saving time program went 
into effect, Bouslaugh said. 
Late yesterday Bouslaugh was 
trying to procure the type of 
flashlight 
that 
has 
a 
red 
transluscent cone extending beyond 
the lighted end. 
The problem of getting children 
safely 
across 
streets 
in 
the 
unaccustomed semi-darkness may 
have been intensified by the cutback 
in the city’s street lighting program. 
William 
Ruffner,

utilities for the city said 60 street 
lights had been deactivated on H 
Street at strategic points from 
Cypress Avenue in the south to 
Central Avenue in the north. The 
reductions hit the commercial areas 
only, according to Ruffner.

Francis H. Beattie, board chairman 
in 1973, and county Farm Advisor 
George E. Goodall. 
The county agricultural advisory 
committee, of which Goodall is 
chairman, has framed a report to go 
to the Senate Revenue and Taxation 
Committee which will point out 
plans are under way to extend the 
agricultural program beyond the 
more 
than 
450,000 
acres 
now 
admitted and applied for going into 
1974. 
The county program it is asserted, 
“ has had a strong land use planning 
effect,’’ 
with 
preserves 
now 
embracing some 70 percent of all 
prime agricultural land in the 
county and 80 percent of total 
eligible privately owned rural land 
in the county. 
Goodall said the “ county likes the 
program, feels it has great benefits, 
and would like to see the program 
continue whether or not it receives 
any state subventions.”

Kissinger to go to Egypt

Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger will arrive in Egypt Thursday for 
talks with President Anwar Sadat on the Geneva negotiations on Arab- 
Israeli military disengagement, diplomatic sources said today in Cairo 
Israeli sources also have reported an imminent Kissinger visit to 
Jerusalem in hope of straightening out the disengagement problem so the 
peace talks could get on to major political questions. 


While the Geneva talks dragged out there have been increasingly serious 
clashes along both the Suez Canal and the Syrian cease-fire lines and both 
sides have warned against the possibility a new war could flare up. 
Egyptian and Israeli military representatives met for an hour and 10 
minutes today in Geneva in one of their shortest sessions to discuss troop 
withdrawals. They did not report progress and adjourned the meetings for a 
week. 
UPI correspondent Maurice Guindi said the Cairo political sources 
reported that Kissinger would go to see Sadat at Aswan, where the Egyptian 
leader is on a working vacation. 
The sources said Kissinger would be bringing with him Israeli proposals 
for disengagement of Egyptian and Israeli forces on the Suez Canal front 
lines. 
They said Israeli Defense Minister Moshe Dayan discussed the proposals 
with Kissinger during a recent visit to Washington, and that the secretary of 
state suggested a number of amendments

In a gusty palaver at Cal Poly yesterday, William 
Randolph Hearst Jr., inheritor of the vast Hearst 
newspaper empire and Pulitzer Prize winning journalist on 
his own. told of the things he’s seen and known. 
For an auditorium packed with those who’d known him 
only as a name and an inked likeness, the ramblings rang 
with famous names and momentous events and were a 
montage of world affairs 
Hearst repeatedly plucked half lenses reading glasses 
from his weathered head before making a point, turned his 
powder blue eyes on his young listeners and then replaced 
the glasses so that they could again be dramatically 
snatched off. 
The editor in chief of nine powerful metropolitan dailies 
spoke with the flat argot of a New York bus driver. Here 
was “heeah” and considered came out “considdid 
in an 
accent that was a carbon of Archie Bunker and only lacked 
the racial slurs and bad grammar. 
But no bus driver could have told those stories. 
Hearst and his investigative team, for example, were the 
first journalists to interview the gang of rising Soviet 
leaders in the wake of Stalin’s death But the Russian ruling 
cast changed so often it was difficult to tell who was the top 
Red 
“Khruschev was not too well known then but the reason 
we got wise to the importance of his job was cause frankly, 
he was the only one of those guys who, when we sat down, 
was the one who turned around and said shut the phones 
off.’ The other guys don’t do that because the boss may call, 
so we knew we were talking to the boss.” 
Just in from a week tour through China, in which he said 
that he’d been unable to get in to see “the top two Chinese 
characters,” Hearst said he was “very much impressed” 
with China’s people. 
“They are much more frank and responsive to a gag or a 
funny than the Russians, who are pretty dour by 
comparison... 
“You need have no doubt, and you can take this from me 
and ask anyone who’s been there, that the dispute between 
the Soviet Union and China is very real and bodes for a 
great deal sometime or another. ” 
The former war correspondent said that China’s nuclear 
missiles are all trained at the throat of Russia and revealed 
that his correspondents have heard Soviet general state 
that Russia would “ incinerate” China and “ make a 
crematorium of those people down there.” 
“If they got into a shooting argument and we got in the 
middle of it, I think we ought to nave our head examined,” 
the editor offered as a view of the limit on our detente with 
China 
Hearst, who launched his newspaper career in 1928 on the

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Quality, not money, is important

Ray Glover, at 23. hasn’t caught on 
To survive in the American business world you sell an 
illusion, an image of what people hope to be Everybody 
knows that. 
The quality of the actual product is secondary in 
importance, if it is at all important 
But, Glover just wants to make and sell good custom 
bicycle frames Imagine that. 
A man who sells bikes locally came in Glover’s cold, little 
workroom located inside of Schuyler Motor Center, 120 
North D St., and offered him a fantastic deal. Of course, the 
deal favored the bike seller. 
He probably figured Glover is in no position to refuse 
Indeed, to anyone else but Glover that looks quite so. 
Here is a young man who started a business in Lompoc 
two weeks ago. A businessman without reputation, steady 
income, or a built up clientele. 
Glover, though, turned down this guy’s super offer He 
sells frames he fashions with his two hands in seven to 10 
days for $150, whether a person wants it painted or not His 
price is cheap enough already, he knows. 
“ If I had more money, I would just buy more tubing,” 
Glover gave as a final reason for refusing the man’s deal. 
What you need Glover, baby, is customers, customers. 
You better get some phones installed Think of employing 
subordinates Maybe opening another store in Santa Maria 
or Santa Barbara, or both. 
Take advantage of the energy crisis and the bike craze 
Yes. take advantage Take what you can while you can... 
It's futile trying to instill that kind of business ethic in 
Glover’s head He doesn’t work that way. In fact, he got 
into making bike frames out of a desire to stop taking 
advantage of people 
While attending Humboldt State College in 1970, he 
started working in a bike and sporting goods store, where 
he eventually became part owner. He would sell products 
like $100 sleeping bags with a 40 per cent mark up; and 
when he did. he thought about the guy who sewed the bag 
for a few dollars an hour 
So in some wry way he wanted to get into the producing 
end. Being a cyclist, he began building bike frames a year 
ago in Areata (forsaking his partnership» based on a 
semester of metal shop at Lompoc Junior High School, high 
school 
interests in architecture, and the collected 
hypotheses of other cyclists on the best alloys and designs 
of the perfect frames. 
He has returned to Lompoc, his home town, because 
Arcata’s 40 inches of yearly rainfall discourages popular 
bicycling Also, cheap rent is absent. 
Glover possesses strong, adroit-looking hands. He talks 
with an awareness of words and sentences, their meaning 
as well as their implications. His black hair is cut boy 
short, shorter than his thin beard 
He isn’t around to bad mouth America’s mass produced 
bicycles, although he tells that some mass produced bikes 
are better made than others, considering their design and 
method of making joints. 
Custom built frames are in demand because standard 
frames ill fit people who are particularly short, tall, or

unnaturally proportioned Further, an avid bicyclist may 
want a frame especially designed for his body shape and 
riding need 
In the U.S., precious few custom frame builders are 
around, for many reasons Like, for example, tubing and 
lugs are generally unavailable and must be imported 
Glover believes there are more than 12 frame builders in 
the country, but hasn't heard of more In California, there 
may be six. 
Nevertheless, someone making frames must be accepted 
in the world of bicyclists Just because a person builds 
frames doesn’t mean his product is of a high quality 
“ Nothing could be further from the truth,” Glover 
admits. 
There is a matter of workmanship, quality of material, 
and the important method of joining two pieces of metal 
tubing together. A builder can pick one of several ways of 
doing this, some less effective than others 
Recently a man in Denver replied to Glover’s ad in 
“ Competitive Cycling ’’ He wanted to order six frames 
Glover wrote back advising him to order one frame to 
determine if he liked his work 
That’s no way to run a business, but maybe Glover will 
fail to catch on.

New wave of attacks in N. Ireland 


BELFAST (UP1) — Extremists launched a wave of pre­ 
dawn bomb attacks in Northern Ireland today, wrecking 
two hotels and sending a pair of homes up in flames. 
At one of the homes, a father saved his young child’s life 
by snatching the baby from a crib and dropping the infant 
from a blazing second-story window into the waiting arms 
of his wife. 
Authorities said bombs destroyed one hotel and badly 
damaged another today in the town of Cushendale, 30 miles 
north of Belfast. An army spokesman said there were no 
injuries. 
The army said two men walked into the Glens Hotel, left 
a bomb and warned the staff and guests to get out. The 
bomb went off 30 minutes later, demolishing one wing of 
the hotel An ensuing fire destroyed the rest of the building.

Authorities said the same two men walked into the 
nearby Cushendall Hotel three hours later and planted 
another bomb. They again warned the occupants and left 
Army explosives experts reached the hotel in time to

however, went off during the night, wrecking much of the 
structure. 
The blasts were part of a new wave of violence by both 
Protestant and Irish Republican Army (IRA) extremists, a

Ag industry should receive fuel 


SACRAMENTO

billion-dollar agriculture industry, plagued 
by fuel shortages during critical harvest 
periods last year, should receive nearly all 
the fuel it needs in 1974, according to a top 
state agriculture official. 
Robert Hartzell, deputy director of the 
Department of Food and Agriculture, said 
Tuesday federal and state priorities should 
guarantee adequate supplies of most fuels. 


But, Hartzell told the Senate Agriculture 
and Water Committee there could be 
problems with diesel fuel and natural gas. 


He said farmers had been guaranteed 100 
per cent allotments of what diesel fuel they 


used the previous year. However, he said, 
there were shortages during rice and 


cotton harvests late last year and there 
could be more. 


State capitol to remain open 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The legislature’s 
Rules Committee has reversed itself and 
decided to keep the 104-year-old state 
Capitol open to the public until at least 
April 1 despite a potential earthquake 
threat. 
The committee voted Tuesday to grant 
citizens complete access to the golden- 
domed structure, including now-closed 


chamber galleries, until all state offices 
have 
been 
evacuated 
from 
the 
“ hazardous” west wing of the Capitol. 


Last year the committee ordered the 
Capitol’s giant oak doors closed Jan 1 


after studies showed the west wing could 
collapse in an earthquake. Due to moving 


delays, however, the historic structure will 
not be empty until at least April 1. 


In a related action, it was proposed that a 
White House-style executive office building 
could be constructed near the planned 
governor’s mansion east of Sacramento in 
Carmichael.

Plastic foam adjusts to 
the 
body, 
much 
as 
a 
waterbed does, and it can be 
made in any shape 
In Italy chairs have been 
made in the shape of a 
baseball glove, or Marilyn 
Monroe s lips. 
In a few 
years, Italian contemporary 
plastics have pushed aside 
the familiar Scandinavian 
modem 
in 
avant 
garde 
European 
shops, 
even 
though the Italian prices are 
very high 
“ We didn’t know what 
was going on in Europe 
when 
we 
got 
into 
this 
business,” McKiness says. 
“All I was trying to do was 
design 
a 
chair 
for 
my 
apartment.” 


McKiness, a management 
consultant, and Jacobson, 
an engineer, both now 30, 
learned about foam during 
som e 
consulting

involving inflatable escape 
hatches for jet airplanes. 


The two men decided that 
molding urethane furniture, 
the Italian method, was too 
expensive 
So 
they 
built 
their 
models 
by 
gluing 
together 
foam pieces

They did not know how to 
sew regular upholstery over 
their free forms, so they 
invented a stretch fabric of

see it,” McKiness says His

Jacobson and McKiness

They also make a 30-foot 
snake to cushion a lot of 
people at a party, and a 6- 
foot powder puff for $80. “a 
fine item because it does a 
good job for a low price.” 
McKiness, a lanky, long

customarily wears jeans in 
the executive suite, argues 
that conventional furniture 
tries “ to fit all people into

So he makes furniture for 
tall people as well as little 
people. 
Unfortunately, he 
says, department stores are 
not yet setting up displays of 
the odd sizes. 
At first the Jacobson and 
McKiness 
furniture 
was 
sold in waterbed stores, but 
McKiness says “then the 
salesmen didn’t know what 
to say about it They didn’t 
know whether to sit on it, 
stand on it, or jump on it.” 
The young businessmen’s 
first break came when it 
was shown in New York by 
Bloomingdale’s. Later the 
furniture was picked up by 
other department stores. 
Furniture 
has

liberated. McKiness says, 
by the availability of new 
materials. Chairs no longer 
need stand on four legs, and 
no longer need rigid wood 
and m etal.

Well, I’m not big and 
I don’t have muscles but I 
think I’ve got some other 
things going for me." 
Indeed. John Strudwick is 
the biggest little m an on 
Dover’s Wesley Junior Col­ 
lege campus. A second-year 
student in psychology, he's 
president of his class. Physi­ 
cally, of course, everyone 
looks down on him; but, says 
a puckish friend, “in the ways 
that count we all look up to 
the little guy.’’ 
And this is okay with Strud­ 
wick. In “ the w ays th a t 
count” he w ants equality. 
Like with women: “I was try­ 
ing to get a date a few weeks 
ago and this one girl said to 
me: Why don’t you go out 
with som ebody your own 


size?’ Well, I don’t buy that. 
Everybody’s the same size to 
me. I don t go around asking 
if a girl is 5 feet 2 and I don t 
expect them to ask how tall I 
am. If it clicks between me 
and a girl that’s all that m at­ 
ters." 
The opinion, given tradi­ 
tion, is brash. John Strudwick 
is saying that one of these 
years he may stake a claim 
on some chick — and bother 
the difference in inches This 
is hardly the talk of a dwarf 
in his place. Years ago such 
cheek would not have been 
tolerated and someone, no 
doubt laughing all the way, 
would have stuck Strud- 
wick’s head on the end of a 
stick. 
Historically, a dw arf was 
“Everym an’s Nigger.’ If he 
wasn’t outrunning the stones 
thrown by village children, 
he was taken as a toy for the 
social elite. The courts of pre- 
R enaissance Europe were 
salted with little people act­ 
ing the fool. The hunchback 
midget of Philip IV' (Spain) 
w as painted by Velasquez; 
there are persistent rumors 
that royal French women got 
their jollies by taking dwarfs 
to bed; and so necessary was 
it to have court jesters in 
Rome that artificial dw arf­ 
ing was practiced. 
Even today, actually, the 
old customs have not passed 
fully away. Little people are 


still the objects of amuse­ 
ment. Some continue to be 
sideshow freaks, others are 
unwittingly so in the every­ 
day circus of the passing 
scene. And TV types such as 
Johnny Carson — who is

painfully adept at demeaning 
humor - can get nervous 
chuckles with old gags such 
as. Did you hear about the 
suicidal midget who tried to 
leap from his platform shoes' 
But for all bilge of the past 
and present, John Strudwick 
an d a good m any o th e r 
midgets (there are perhaps 
100,000 people under 58 in­ 
ches tall in America) are 
reaching for higher things. 
Like dignity. Like u n d e r­ 
standing. And, of course, 
"Like the push button on the 


elevator in the student union 
building. I’ve got to use a 
pencil to get to the blasted 
thing." 
There is, therefore, as in so 
many areas of society today, 
a Midget Movement taking 
place. Two thousand small 
persons have joined a group 
c a lle d “ L ittle P eo p le of 
America. 
Members protest 
s o c ia l m i s u n d e r s t a n d i n g 
(“It’s hell getting served a 
c h i l d ' s 
p l a t e 
in 
a 
r e s t a u r a n t ), p r e v a i l i n g 
myths (“When I was a kid the 


other kids wouldn't touch me 
because they were afraid 
they’d get warts") and single- 
minded architecture which 
builds hamburger counters 
and grocery shelves so high 
that anybody under five feet 
has to carry around a ladder. 
For his part, John Strud­ 
wick applauds the national 
cause and does what he can 
on the local level as well He 
w ants the Wesley student 
l i br ar y, for exa mpl e , to 
upgrade and update material 
on little people. He says it 
now contains only a few 
paragraphs of facts. He says 
at the very least the library 
material should answer basic 
questions about dwarfism Is 
it contagious? Is it heredi­ 
tary? Is it a disease9 


The answers to the ques­ 
tions, by the way. are No, Not 
necessarily, and Sometimes.) 
But most ot all, Strudwick 
is working to assure people 
that, though he wears size 10 
shirts, he wants, accepts and 
carries out size 42 respon­ 
sibilities. “I can do most of 
the things anyone else can. I 
get good grades (dean's list), I 
have ideas for the school (he 
wants to do aw ay with a m an­ 
datory curfew for women stu­ 
dents). I even play a pretty 
good game of ping pong, ‘a l­ 
though, he admits, he can t 
hit the high ones)." In sum, he 
sighs, “I'm an adult. I want 
everybody to act like I am. 


And by in large, everybody 
does. Except the girls. “1 still 
have the dam nedest time 
with them." But never mind 
Eventually, he believes, this 
will work out too.

Hayes: 
Newell:

Outspoken Ohio State coach Woody 
Hayes says recruiting is getting 
“ more bitter and dirty...than I ve 
ever seen.” 
Hayes, 63, Tuesday also told the 
Am erican 
Football 
Coaches 
Association 
meeting 
here 
that 
coaches should have access to 
instant 
videotape 
replay 
when 
questioning an official’s call. 


Hayes, who has had 23 one-year 
pacts at Ohio State, ripped into 
administrators and coaches who fail 
to honor contracts. He said the 
association should be willing to use 
its resources in court fights, if 
necessary, to protect coaches who 
are fired before their contracts run 
out. 
“ Nowadays, 
too 
many 
damn 
people don't know what a contract is 
supposed to be,” he said. “ If a 
contract is made, you live by it. It’s 
a two-way street, just as much our 
fault as theirs.” 
He called for tighter recruiting 
rules and said college coaches are 
becoming 
“ unpopular 
in 
high 
schools because there are too many 
ol us.” 
Hayes, who has been known for 
lambasting 
officials 
from 
the 
sidelines said coaches “ have the 
right to demand to get a better look 
at a play.” He said videotape 
replays could be used and proposed 
that each look should cost the coach 
onetime out. 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) - Silver- 
haired Pete Newell, the highly 
respected general manager of the 
Los Angeles Lakers, doesn’t like the 
direction college basketball has 
taken. 
“ It’s tragic,” he declared, “ to 
hear a college coach say, ‘I can’t be 
in the top 10 unless I cheat 
“ I ’ve heard it too many times 
from men I respect and it’s a 
helluva indictment. If it’s the case, 
there’s something terribly wrong ’ 
In 14 seasons of coaching at the 
University 
of 
San 
Francisco, 
Michigan State and California from 
1947 through 1960, Newell compiled 
a .647 winning percentage—234 122. 
In 1959, his ball control Golden 
Bears won the NCAA championship 
and were finalists in 1960. Before 
becoming Cal’s athletic director, he 
closed out his collegiate coaching 
career with eight straight wins over 
UCLA’s John Wooden.

support fishing fleet priority for fuel allocation. 
With the opening of the new highway into Baja California, 
the questions are often asked about bringing game and fish 
into California According to the DFG, sportsmen who 
bring legally-taken fish or game into the state are required 
to make a formal declaration of entry Declaration forms, 
which must be presented at the time of entry or 
immediately prior to entry, are available at DFG offices 
and state plant quarantine stations.

CONDOR R E F U G E 
Plans to purchase two parcels of land bordering the 
California condor sanctuary in Ventura County have been 
announced by the California Condor Advisory Committee. 
The 
committee, 
organized 
to 
gather 
all 
available 
knowledge about the condor and to formulate a plan to 
assist the species in its struggle for existence, represents 
the DFG, National Audubon Society, and U S. Bureau of 
Sport Fisheries and Wildlife. The condor, the largest bird in 
North America, is considered an endangered species by 
state and federal agencies. 
The present population is estimated at 50 to 60 birds. One 
of the parcels under consideration is the 1,871 acre Hopper 
Ranch, which will be purchased by the U.S. Bureau of Sport 
Fisheries and Wildlife, and will be managed as a national 
wildlife refuge. 
Strong support was given to the National Audubon Society 
plans to purchase the 480 acres known as the Green Cabin 
area. These two purchases will provide important buffer 
areas for Sespe Condor Sanctuary. The Blue Ridge condor 
roosting area, was inspected by the advisory committee. 
This is an old roosting area, but the increasing human 
activity could drive the birds away. To prevent this, the 
U.S. Bureau of Land Management is planning to acquire 
additional lands to provide security for the roosting 
condors. 
The principal goals of the committee are to halt the 
decline in the number of birds, and to maintain the 
population at a secure level. Biologists hope to halt the 
decline by preventing disturbance of birds at or near 
resting and roosting areas, and then to maintain the 
population by providing increased nest, roost, and feeding 
habitats. 
CHOLERA HITS 
Avian Cholera, making its annual visit has begun to strike 
down waterfowl in the Sacramento Valley, the DFG 
reports The initial outbreak felled about 5,000 pintails and 
30 swans. According to the DFG Avian Cholera, a regular 
winter and early spring visitor to the state, kills waterfowl 
in numbers ranging from a few hundred to many thousand 
per season. The affected birds spread the disease on the 
ground, the incubation period may be as short as eight 
hours. So toxic is the disease that sick birds are rarely seen, 
they are either healthy or dead. 


Avian Cholera does not affect humans and has no 
relationship to Asiatic Cholera. However, hunters are 
advised to take only birds shot while flying. In addition, 
hunters are advised to examine the liver and discard birds 
with white spots on the livers. 


Last years outbreak, which came in December, took an 
estimated 4,000 birds. The loss in the previous year was 
14,000 and the year before was 7,000

Two-in-one meals 
are double savings

Whoever cooks more than 
one meal at a time can join 
the ranks of patriotic fuel 
conservers. Whether one uses 
g a s . 
p r o p a n e g a s or 
electricity, tnere are ways to 
eat well while using less All 
that is needed is desire, plan­ 
ning and a sense of food 
values 
The method consists ot 
cooking a large piece of meat 
or, two or more chickens in 
the oven the first day. serving 
the roast or chickens hot for 
the first meal and in a dif­ 
ferent form the second day. 
On the second day there is lit­ 
tle or no cooking required 
When roasting the meat the 
first day, use the oven to pre­ 
p are a veg etab le dish, 
potatoes, hot biscuits, a pie or 
pudding to use with the sec­ 
ond meal. 
Food for the second meal is 
warmed or cooked in skillets 
which heat quickly on top of 
the stove. 
H ere are suggestions: 
When roasting a large piece 
of meat use the oven, if there 
is room, for a vegetable dish, 
a pie or pudding or hot 
biscuits. Serve the roast, 
vegetables and hot bread for 
a first meal. The next meal, 
slice the roast and serve cold 
covered with quick hot gravy. 


There is a new packaged 
rice and gravy on the market 
The rice, enough for four 
servin g s, com es in one 
p ackage and the g ra v y 
comes in another. These can 
be heated quickly in one 
shallow skillet. 


A package of five-minute 
frozen vegetables makes an 
excellent meal on the second 
day with practically no extra 
cooking using same pre­ 
viously cooked meat or poul­ 
try. 


From a roast, here is an­ 
other second stir-fry Chinese- 
tvpe din ner. Use fresh 
vegetables, such as celery, 
zucchini, green beans and 
canned bean sprouts and 
water chestnuts, if desired. 
Flavor the dish with soy 
sauce. Slice these ingredients 
very thin and when possible, 


in cubes Cut the roast into 
cubes, too. 
Place two tablespoons 
cooking oil in a shallow 
skillet Brown meat cubes in 
the hot oil. stirring as you do 
Add a sm all amount of 
bouillion, made from a 
bouillion cub«» With spatula, 
push the browned meat toon«» 
side of the skillet, then add 
the vegetables and turn heat 
higher. Stirring constantly, 
cook the vegetables until 
nearly tender Season with 
any sauce This should take 
no longer than five minutes 
Combine meat and vegeta­ 
bles Serve with rice and hot 
tea 


Chicken roast or simmer 
two or mor«» young chickens. 
Serve on«» chicken the first 
day. For a second meal, try 
split pea (instant) soup with 
cut up sliced bologna , a 
generous chicken salad, 
stacks of hot buttered thin* 
sliced toast, a fruit dessert 
and walnut cookies or cup 
cakes. 


Chicken Divan makes a 
p l e a s i n g 
s e c o n d - d a y 
casserole dish 
Butter and 
then place a d«»ep layer of 
cooked and hot broccoli or 
asparagus in the dish. Cover 
with large cubes ot cooked 
chicken.
